Lengthy articles and numerous telegrams 
in’ Japanese exchanges to hand by the 
French mail this morning, coupled with the 
Reuter wire regarding the futility of nego: 
‘tiations between the two Northern Powers, 
does not tend to minimise the seriausness 
of*the situation. For’ some time past peace 
has been in the balance, and when, a week 
‘since, we gave the news ‘in Hongkong 
that Baron. Rosen, the Russian Minister to 
Japan, on his return from Port Arthur, pre- 
sented a memorandum to the Japanese Gov- 
‘erriment, to the effect that Russia declared 
her impossibility of evacuating the country, 
and impudently reminding our Ally that it 
was’ a question as between China and Russia, 
it was taken for granted that the next’ few 
days would decide the issue; although, as late 
as Saturday, we printed a wire from: our 
Shanghai correspondent stating’ that nego- 
tiations between Baron: Rosen, and the Japan: 
ese Governinent were ‘proceeding quietly 
jin Tokio, and that’a Peaceful issue was ex- 
pected. In another g Jlumn we publish a 
cable from Viet ingimating .that. Viceroy 
Alexeieff has becn¥WMered to St. Petersburg 
whee it is believdd a: conference will be 
held to determine the ‘course to be 
adopted by Russia in the Far East; and 
asserting that the, Muscovite will try to pur- 
chase peace: cven by making.a greater con 
cession than she cares for.

It was found that 
the views exchanged between the Minis 
ters were widely at variance, and before 
giving a formal answer tothe Russian pro- 
positions, Baron Komura requested ‘Baron 
Rosen to ask his Government to reconsider 
the matter, as, so far, there was no ground 
upon which Japaa could efter into any formal 
negoliations with regard to the differences 
between the two Powers, Another account 
adds that, the Japanese Government has 
never made an exaggerated demand or 
outlined an unreasonable policy, but this 
cannot be said for Russia. ‘The’ conclusion 
of the affairis, however, drawing very near and 
the Japanese people are advised to remain 
composed and be ready to support the 
Government in whatever may be decided 
upon.

‘The 
members of that body paid (requent visits to 
the ship, and the condition in which they 
found her Bellevilles had not a little to 
do with getting these boilers condemned 
Extensive repairs -have been. effected’’ in 
the Auropa’s boilers; but it is doulstful 
whether the cruiser. will in practice ac 
complish what she was designed for, 
‘The Auropa was out here a few. weeks ago 
with relicf crews for the Ovean, Rosaria, 
Phenix and Algerine, and itis a reason for.

THE SIRAITS CURRENCY.

According to‘a “ special” from our Singa- 
pore correspondent, printed in another 
column of this issue, the new Straits dollar, 
which has’ superceded the Mexican - and 
British dollars in the currency of the Straits 
Settlements, was legalized in the Federated 
Native States, also, on Saturday last.’ ‘This 
action is one more step in the direction of 
effecting the recommendations of the Cur- 
tency Commission. It will be remembered 
that the Singapore and Penang Chambers of 
Commerce and the Municipality of Singapore 
favoured a gold standard. In regard to the 
Federated Malay States, opinion seemed more 
divided, It was stated in Sir Frank Swetten- 


,ham’s telegram of the ‘25th. of December 


that.the planters favour a gold standard and 
the Perak miners also. Other miners in the 
Federated Malay States preferred the silver 
standard of ‘value. A petition, very nue 
merously signed by all the principal Penang 
Asiatic traders, asked for a gold standard. 
The Commission was of opinion that an 
important consideration was.the difficulty 
under the then existing conditions of obtain- 
ing capital’, from. gold countries. The 
Federated Malay States have no external 
debt. 
such as the Straits and the Mulay States, 
itis highly desirable, as. reported by the 
Commissioners, ‘to encourage the investment 
of European capital, and the ‘absence- of 


fixity of exchange with Western countries un- 


doubtedly discourages such investment, and 
might also tend to exclude British and other 
European traders. In’ the opinion of Ahe 
Committee, it was desirable that the-stand. 
ard of value and the currency of the Straits 
Settlements and the Federated Malay States 
should continue to be identical, and they, 
‘held the same opinion with regard to Johare.”
